FIGHTING WITH HIS WIFE. 


Mrs. White Ran to the Landlady for 
Pretection From Mer Husband aad 
Miss Warren Shot Him. 


A tragic shooting affray occurred a few 
minutes before 3 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, in which a woman put a bullet into a 
man’s brain. * 

The victim was William A. White, who 
lives at 1719 Market street. He recently 
came from Chicago. 

The woman was Miss Irma Warren. 

She is the keeper of the Hotel Irma, at 
105 North Ninth street. 

The trouble arose over another woman, 
who claimed to have been White's wife for 
seven years. She is sometimes called Miss 
Hay. White had brought her to the hotel 
during the morning. 

They quarreled and the man became so 
abusive that the woman took refuge in Miss 
Warren’s room. 

He followed her. 

“She has got to get out of here and go 
back to her room,” he said. 

“No, you are the one who must leave,’ 
replied Miss Warren. 

The man became violent. He abused both 
women and, finally. Miss Warren drew a 
pistol and fired, 

The bullet struck the man in the face. 

The blood spurted from the wound and he 
ran wildly Into the street, where he fell. 

A big crowd gathered. They had heard 
the shots and,the screams. 

Some one telephoned the Dispensary for 
an ambulance. In the meantime the Police 


Department was notified. 


Detective Danaher went to the house and 
arrested Irma Warren. 

White was taken to the office of J. D. 
Irwin, at Eighta and Pine streets. 

The bullet had entered his left. cheek, 
ploughing across the face and lodging on 
the Hght side, 

It could not be located by the doctor. 


White's condition is precarious. 
Immediately after the shooting White 


ran through the hallway, down the stairs 
and onto the street, closely followed by 
the woman he calls his wife. The blood 
Was streaming from his cheek and his 
gshirt bosom and tie were saturated. 

Both were highly excited and the woman 
lung to his arm, screaming and weeping. 

White staggered north on Ninth street 
and was led in the side door of the Mint 
Saloon, at the corner of Pine street. 

The barkeeper sent a messenger for Dr. 
Irwin and the wounded man was removed 
to the rear of the saloon at the northwest 


corner of Ninth and Chestnut streets. 
Nobody witnessed the shooting, except 


May White. The door leading into the hall 
was closed, 

Two women were in the next room. 
One of them, known as Jennie, was just 
emerging from her door. 

“I heard White and Miss Irma quarreling,” 
she said, “but I could not distinguish the 
words, as the door was closed. White 
had been drinking for two or three days, 
and I suppose he must have gone in there 
and created a disturbance. 

Neither of the participants nor May White 
would make a statement.

NEW YORK, April 23.—The Superintend- 
ent of Buildings of this municipality has 
ust become acquainted with the fact that 
the gentlemen from rural localities who go 


to the Legislature have passed a law which 
is unique. The law relates to the tene- 
ment houses. and whenrit ts enforced, as the 
Superintendent of Buildings says it will 
be, men who are not armed with stormin 
ladders or other implements of war ha 
better get home by 10 a@clcck. 

This is made evidert by the following 
section of the enactment: “All entrances 
from stairs or halls shall be closed off with 
iron, double swinging doors, and it snall 
be the duty of every owner of a tenement 
house to have such doors closed every night 
not later than 10 o’clock.”’ 

In tne law the tenement house 8 a 
“dwelling house, erected for the purpose 
of being rented, and divided into separate 
apartments, or tenements, for families.” 

The new law provides further that every 
apartment in such tenements. shall be 
whitewashed not less than twice a year. 
The law must apply with the same uniform- 
ity to such “tenement houses“ as the Alpine, 
the Knickerbocker, the Navarro, 


the less pretentious tenement houses on 
Essex, Suffolk and Rivington streets, and 


along Battle Row and around Hell's

With the words he reached over and 
lanted his fist in Mr. Money’s face. Mr. 
Hall is a man of large stature, standing 
6 feet 2 and weighing 250 pounds. Mr. 
Money is also tall, but rather slender in 
build, and no match for his opponent 
physically. The blow staggered the Miss- 
issippian 

Before Mr. Money could recover himself 
Mr. Hall grabbed a large glass inkwell 
from the table and hurled it at Mr. 
Money. The latter, already dazed, could 
not dodge the missile and it struck him 
behind the ear, cutting an ugly gash. Mr. 
Money fell back against the wall. 

At this junoture Mr. Coakley who had 
been making his way toward the irate 
Congressmen, crowded between them and 
prevented further onslaught.

Mr. Money stood against the wall faint 
from loss of blood, whi¢gh was streaming 
down his neck from the wound in his head.

If it should be shown that Capt. Slattery 
intentionally drowned himself, the acci- 
dent policy would be worthless, and Mr.

Or if sufficient sus- 
picion could be cast upon Capt. Slattery's 
death to influence a jury then the insur- 
ance company might compel the benefi- 
ciaries to compromise for a comparatively 
small part of the face value of the policy.

No Right to Overthrow a Ministry er 
Be Sole Interpreter ef 
the Constitutien. 


PARIS, April 23.—The Bourgeois Cabinet 
has resigned. 

The resignation was announced by the 
Premier immediately upon the reconven- 
at the conclusion of the announcement M. 
Bourgeois and his colleagues withdrew. 

According to the newspapers here Presi- 


dent Faure had declined to countersign the 
bill providing for the revision of the con- 
stitution, which the Premier, M. Bour- 
geois, wished to submit to the Chamber 
of Deputies when that body reassembles 
to-day as a result of the special summons 
following the action of the Senate in post- 
poning the vote on the Madagascar credits. 

In view of the President’s refusal to sign 
this bill, members of the Radical left party 
have decided to introduce a motion de- 
nying the Senate the right to be the sole 
interpreter of the constitution, and demand- 
ing that a meeting of the National As- 
— aa be called te decide questions in dis- 
pute. | 

M. Bourgeois in announcing the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry read a statement con- 
testing the right of the Senate to over- 
throw a Ministry or to be the sole inter- 
preter of the constitution, but he added, in 
view of the impossibility of sec&ring proper 
military relief for Madagascar, the cabinet 
was compelled to resign. 


BULUWAYO ISOLATED 


Telegraphic Communication With tho 
Town Is Cut Off. 


CAPE TOWN, April 23.—Telegraphic 
communication with Buluwayo has been 
cut off at Fig Tree, a small place near 
Mangwe, southwest of Buluwayo, and in 
view of the serious condition of affairs, it 
dauses considerable anxiety.

ENGLAND'S TROUBLES. 


Chamberlain Talks Abotit Them and 
Criticises Rosebery. ~~ 


LONDON, April . —Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the Col- 


onies, made a speech at the Constitutional 
Club last night in which he said that the 
whole policy of Lord Rosebery, the late 
Liberal Premier, was a long record of un- 
broken failure. ‘Yet he never lost a chance,“ 
Mr. Chamberlain said, of sneering at his 
successor’s efforts to preserve the peace and 
—- the honor and interests of the Em- 
re.“ 

With reference to the colonies, Mr. Cham- 
berlain declared that there were two gov- 
erning factors in the situation in South Af- 
rica. The first was that England must con- 
tinue to be the paramount power, and would 
at all risks and costs resist any foreign in- 
terference. The second was that, owing to 
the peculiar situation that the Dutch were 
likely for many years to be in the majority, 
it was the duty of statesmen to do their ut- 
most to maintain the friendship between the 
English and Dutch.

Is RUSSIA TREACHEROUS? 


An Errand of Mercy Said to Be an Er- 
rand of War. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 23.—France has 

notified Russia that the former will permit 


the Russian Red Cross detachment going to 
Abyesinia to cross to the Obek territory. 

This expedition has been arousing consid- 
erable comment in Europe. It was fitted 
out in Russia by popular subscription, with 
the outward object of succoring the wound- 
ed Abyssinians. It is led by Gen. Sheve- 
dorf, who has as his assistants Capt. Swe- 
jalin, the Russian explorer of Abyssinia; 
Lieut. Kochovisky, an engineer officer; ten 
“surgeons,” six “assistant surgeons,” sixty 
“attendants,” one paymaster and three in- 
terpreters. 

It has been hinted that these surgeons 
are really Russian army officers of differ- 
ent ranks, ready to aid actively the Abys- 
sinians, 


AGAINST ENGLAND. 


Reported Alliance Between the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State. 

LONDON, April 23.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Times reports that the 
Hamburg Courier has a Johannesburg dis- 
patch saying that when President Krueger 
of the Transvaal met President Steyn of 
the Orange Free State recently an alliance 
was concluded and common action was 
agreed upon against British arrogance and 
violence. 

“As things are at present,“ says the Ham- 
burg Courier correspondent, “there are 
only two alternatives—either England must 
accede to the Transvaal demands or there 
will be a South African war.“ 


Osman Sine Dignatate. 


SUAKIM, April 23.—Osman Digna 1s be- 
side himself with fury against the friendly 
Arabs who assisted the Egyptians. Spies 
report that his forces have been demoral- 
ized by their recent defeat, and a number 
have dispersed to the hills. Osman Digna 
had over a hundred killed and a hundred 
wounded in the defeat. 

The women of Osman’s camp have been 


removed, owing to the fear that it may be 
stormed. 


African Chief Surrenders. 


ZANZIBAR, April 23.—Chief Mbarukaziz 
and his followers, who have been causing 
so much trouble that several detachments 
of German troops were sent to Tanga in 
anticipation of further disturbances, fled 
from the British to the German territory 
and has now, surrendered to Baron Von 
Wissman, the Governor of German East 
Africa, at Mau.

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GEOMETRIC PLAN. 
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An Ass’ Bridge Which Maceo 
Cannot Cross. 


CAPTAIN-GENERAL’S O. E. D. 


He Says the Cuban Leader Knows He's 
Trapped and Will Take to 
the Water. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 23.—A local paper 
has the following cable from Havana: 

General Weyler is staking all on the 
present military movement. He is oppos- 
ing the, guerilla warfare by an almost 
geometric plan. 

I saw the Captain-General at the Palace 
this afternoon. Trembling women seek- 
ing pardon for prisoners entered General 
Weyler’s room one after another while I 
waited—mothers, sisters, wives, daughters. 
It was a painful scene. Cuba is shedding 


tears of blood to-day. When I entered 
the General’s room à feeble old Cuban 
“eee tottered out with tears in her eyes. 

@ grim commander spoke to me in 
short, sharp sentences. 

“The campaign is going magnificently 
for the Spanish arms,“ he. said. 8 4 
were never in a better positioh. The war 
will soon be victoriously ended, probably 
in eight or nine months at the most.“ 

How about Maceo?’ I asked. Will he 
cross the Trocha?’’ 

No, Senor, no,“ answered General Wey- 
ler. ‘‘Maceo will never cross the Trocha 
except as a prisoner. The day he at- 
tacks the Trocha he will fall or be cap- 
tured. It is utterly impossible for him 
to come eastward. have a strong force 
on the whole line and have also a large 
party of troops between Maceo’s position 
in the northern mountains and the 
Trocha.”’ 

„But,“ I said, “Jose Maceo is on the east 
side of the barrier. Suppose the two 
brothers should attack the line from dif- 
ferent sides at different points on the 
same day?“ 

“Ah.” replied Gen. Weyler, “I have a 
strong force on this side which keeps Jose 
Maceo’s men divided into small bands and 
they cannot unite for such a maneuver.” 

“Why do you not attempt to force Maceo 
to a decisive battle now?’ 

“Maceo will not stand and fight,” the 
General answered. “I have several inde- 
pendent columns which keep him moving 
about in the hills.“ 

“But can you not surround him? He ts 
apparently confined to a small district.’ 

„Well,“ explained Gen. Weyler, that 
would simply mean chasing Maceo through 
the whole province. I don’t propose to 
have my main force drawn forward from 
the Trocha. I want the insurgents to at- 
tack the line.“ 

“When do you look for an attempt to 
force your line?“ 

„Never,“ said Gen. Weyler. My opinion 
is that Maceo knows he is in a trap at last 
and that he will abandon his troops an 
escape from Cuba by water.” 

“You say the war will be brought to an 
end soon. How do you expect it to end?“ 

„As soon as the insurgents see that their 
cause is lost,“ Gen. Weyler responded 
“the small bands will begin to come in an

„Do you intend to proclaim a general 
amnesty?“ 

„Ves, but not now. There must be more 
fighting. The enemy must be severely 
punished in the fleld and their power com- 
letely broken. Then I will offer amnesty, 
but not before.“

NEW YORK, April 23.—A dispatch to & 
local paper from Madrid says: The report 
that an understanding is about to de 
reached between Spain and the United 
States in regard to Cuba is favorably re- 
ceived in financial and commercial circles 
without stopping to inquire whether the 
welcome news is true or not. 

It is obviogply the prevalent impression 
that the best course 
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good grace what possibly may yet avert 
Cuban independence, as procrastination and 
misguided postponement of tardy conces- 
sions may lead to a conflict with America. 

On the other hand, directly the Jingo 
papers perceive the drift of public opinion 
they again start another anti-American 
campaign. menacing the monarchy and its 
government with dire consequences if Presi- 
dent Cleveland is not told to mind his own 
business. This gasconade originated in the 
combined efforts of the Cuban reactionary 
party and the military men who wanted to 
utilize the patriotic agitation fanned by the 
Jingo press to put pressure upon Premier 
Canovas on the eve of the meeting of Par- 
liament just when everybody knows that 
American diplomacy will very soon have 
to elicit from the Spanish cabinet some 
precise and definite statements of its inten- 
tions. 

Singularly enough, the Madrid papers pub- 
lish minute details concerning an important 
autonomist and separatist agitation fast 
spreading among the natives of the Philll- 
pine islands in the east. Free Masons and 
foreigners are accused of encouraging this 
movement, whose prominent people demand 
representation in the Cortes and the ex- 
pulsion of the religious orders.

ARK WIDE APART. 


Reason Why Two Banks Fail to 
Censolidate. 


MAY BE IN SEPTEMBER. 


Unanimous Censent of Stock Carriers in 
the State Bank Lacking, but 
Can't Be Had. 


It has become common talk in local bank- 
ing circles that the consolidation of the 
Commercial Bank with the St. Louis Na- 
tional is being delayed by the objections 
of certain stockholders of the Commer- 
cial. 

John E. Liggett, one of the directors, fs 
said to be one of the principal object- 
ors. 

Under the Missouri law authorizing the 
incorporation of State banks a bank may 
not go out of business, consolidate with an- 
other bank or make any radical change 
without the unanimous consent of all of 


the stockholders. 

Under these conditions the holder of 
one share of stock may prevent any such 
action. 

It was given out some time since that the 
consolidation, which is in the nature of the 
absorption of the St. Louis National, would 
take place April 15. That date passed with 
no change, and it was stated that May 1 
would be the date of the change. 

The St. Louis National’s stockholders 
have agreed to the change, but those of the 
Commercial cannot because of the objection 


of a few. 

The officers and directors of the Com- 
mercial refuse to discuss the situation. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on — 
of the directors, but all refused to talk. 
President Wm. Nichols also refused to say 
anything. 

Mr. Liggett refuses to say whether or 
not he is an objector, and will not discuss 
the affair. 

From another source it is learned that the 
directors have decided that if they cannot 
secure the consent of all stockholders, they 
will postpone the consolidation until Sep- 
tember. 

At that time the twenty-five-year charter 
of the Commercial expires and the objecting 
stockholders will have no option. 

They will be forced to consolidate or re- 
ceive the value of their stock in cash, 

The St. Louis National officers are anxious 
about the matter. 

There is a spirit of unrest among their 
customers and several of them have already 
changed their accounts to other institutions. 

Other banks are also making strenuous 
efforts to wean customers from them, and in 
at least two instances officers have made 
visits to country correspondents and in- 
terior banks with a view to , 
them to change their St. Louis depository. 

It is considered a significant fact that a 
block of the stock of the Commercial Bank 
has been persistently offered at $245 by a 
brokerage firm on Change. 

The best bid made for it has been $235.

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SEND THE BEST MEN TO CHICAGO. 


In the selection of its delegates to the 
National Democratic Convention Mis- 
sour! has set an example that should be 
followed by the other Democratic States. 
Her delegates-at-large comprise the two 
United States Senators and the Governor 
of the State—acknowledged to be fore- 
most in ability among Missouri Demo- 


_ |}. crats; men of wide personal acquaintance 


with the leaders of the party throughout 
the country, and with ability and influ- 
ence to command attention for their ut- 
terances and suggestions. Among the 
district delegates are a large number of 
ex-Congressmefi and local leaders whose 
ability has been demonstrated. No del- 
egation that Missouri has sent to a Na- 
tiona] Convention in many years grades 
so high in the ability, party standing 
and representative character of its mem- 
bers. 

It is understood that Arkansas will do 
likewise. It is practically settled that its 
delegates-at-large will comprise the two 
United States Senators, Gov. Clarke, and 
either ex-Gov. Fishback or some other 
party leader of equal prominence. The 
district delegates will also grade high. 

The Post-Dispatch earnestly commends 
this policy to the Democrats of other 
States. It has been the practice here- 
tofore, especially in the West and South, 
to send as delegates to our national 
conventions men of no political experi- 
ence. In many States the rule has been 
not to send a member of Congress, the 
feeling being that the position of delegate 
is a sort of compliment that pusht to be 
bestowed on good people at home as a 
courtesy to them. 

The idea that political honors should 
be distributed and not concentrated upon 
a few is sound. But the difficulty ig that 
such men as have been heretofore se- 
lected as delegates cannot in the nature 
of things be very effective in a national 
convention. They have no acquaintance 
with the public men of other States; they 
are without influence when they attempt 
to do missionary work among the other 
delegates, and they are just the class of 
men on whom skilled politicians like 
Whitney can work effectively. 

If there ever was a time when dele- 
gates ought to be selected with an eye 
only to a great cause and in utter dis- 
regard of personal feelings and ambi- 
tions, that time is now. The free silver 
States especially should be represented 
in the Chicago convention by their big- 
gest men. If Texatz, for instance, will 
follow the example of Missouri and Ark- 
ansas, and send such men as Coke and 
Reagan, and if th. other States of the 
West and South will do likewise, there 
will be no reason to fear that the Admin- 
istration will cajole or that Wall Street 
will buy them. 

An influential goldbug said recently to 
one of the free silver leaders that he was 
willing to concede that the free silver 
men would have a majority at the Chi- 
cago convention, but,“ he added, “that 
majority will melt away like snow when 
our éxperienced, practical politicians be- 
gin to get in their work on them.” If 
weak and inexperienced men are sent to 
Chicago, there is danger of just what is 
here predicted; but with wise selections 
no harm can come, as corrupt boodlers 
cannot buy people who are not for sale. 

It would be to the greatest possible 
advantage of the Democratic party, and 
especially to the cause of free silver, if 
there could be assembled in Chicago 
next July as delegates from their re- 
spective States such men (in addition to 
those above named) as Crisp, Walsh 
and Clark Howell from Georgia; 
Harris and McMillan from Ten- 
nessee; Senators Walthall and Money 
from Mississippi; Senator Daniel drom 
Virginia; Senators Voorhees and Turpie 
from Indiana, and the other strong and 
distinguished silver Democrats of the 
country.

JOHN SCOTT DROPS DEAD. 


A Well-Known Saloonkeeper’s Sudden 
Death on the Street. 


John Scott, an old and well-known sa- 
loon man, dropped dead at Twenty-second 
and St. Charles streets at 10 o’clock a, m. 

He was in his usual health, apparently, 


not ten minutes before his death. He had 
just stepped from the Claes & Lehnbeuter 
establishment at Twenty-second and Wash- 
ingtOn avenue, and started south on Twen- 
ty-second street. He had walked one block 
down when he was seen to falter, throw 
his hands and fall forward on- his face. 
rnest Vogel, a teamster, saw him fall, 
but before he could get to him Scott was 
dead. The body was sent to the Morgue. 

Scott weighed about 300 pounds. He was 
about 56 years old and lived with his wife 
at Cass and Garrison avenues. ,_. 

He began his career in St. Louis forty 
years ago as waiter in the famous Capital 
Oyster saloon. Later he entered the Sa- 
loon business and twenty years ago he and 
Frank Gregory conducted three of the 
finest bars in St. Louis. He afterward 
ran the Winter Garden on Fourth street. 
For the last eight years he conducted a 
Saloon at 117 North Sixth street, but sold 
out two weeks ago. He was preparing to 
resume business at 3100 Thomas street 
when he died. 

He lost a great deal of money by the 
failure of men he established in business to 
pay what he advanced, and his estate is 
not a large one.

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ARMENIANS IN 
CONSTANT PERIL. 


Consul Wallace Speaks Guarded- 
ly of Turkish Atrocities. 


UNREPORTED SLAUGHTERS. 


In Jerusalem the Persecuted Look te 
Uncle Sam for Protection From 
the Relentless Enemy. 


Mr. Edwin S. Wallace, United States Con- 
sul at Jerusalem, is spending part of his 
sixty-days’ furlough with his father-in-law, 
Mr. L. B. Ripley, of Webster Groves. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Mr. 
Wallace to interview him the Armenian 
massacre, but the Consul tried to veil his 
thoughts and knowledge on the subject with 
a diplomatic reserve. 


“I know a great deal officially,’’ said Mr. 
Wallace, “but I cannot speak freely. My 
information has been submitted to the State 
Department in reports, and they have not 
been made public, so that it is not for me 
to anticipate my superiors, 
“I have had no trouble in my particular 
district, which embraces all of ancient Pal- 
estine. 
“Press dispatches reported 100 Armenians 
slaughtered in Jerusalem and 400 killed in 
Caesarea. No such massacres becurred, and 
I may say that other reported slaughters 
credited to the Turks did not take place. 
“On the other hand, many massacres took 
place in Armenian towns, and the world 
Was never the wiser. The fact is, there has 
been a good deal of exaggeration both ways 
about the Armenian troubles. 
“There are 250 Armenians in Jerusalem, 
and they are in constant fear of their lives. 
At one time, not long ago, 10,000 Turkish 
soldiers marched into Jerusalem, and it was 
thought by many that they might be turned 
loose, but no slaughter occurred. 
“But those 250 may, to use a slang term, 
“get it in the neck’ some day. 
“What is the cause of the Armenian mas- 
sacres?’’ 
“I suppose I could tell you, but the State 
Department at Washington knows, too, and 
it has for some diplomatic reason withheld 
reports on the subject from the newspapers. 
Hence I cannot disclose what I know as to 
causes. 
“There has been a great deal said about 
Armenians being in rebellion when they 
were slaughtered, when, as a matter of fact 
they had been deprived of their arms and 
subjected to the grossest insults, and were 
then set upon. 
“The order to disarm the Armenians came 
from the Sublime Porte before the massa- 
cres began. Man to man, Armenians can 
whi en creation.”’

Republican Senators Caucus and Agree 
on a Pregramme. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The Republican 
Senators held a brief caucus to-day for an 
exchange of views on the subjects of final 
adjournment and order of business before 
adjournment.

WIFE-SLAYERS BXECUTED, 


Louis P. Hermana and Charles Pustulka 
Bhocked to Death. 


SING SING, N. T., April 23.—Hermann, 
the wife-killer, was successfully executed 
at 11:21. Two contacts of the current were 
necessary, owing, the attending physician 
stated, to the presence of air in his lungs. 

Louis P. Hermann shot and killed his 


wife on the afternoon of July 17, 1895, in 
the apartments of Charlotte Palmer, No. 
304 East One Hundred and Fifth street, 
New York. 

He had just been released from the pen- 
itentiary after having served a year’s term 
there. He found his wife at the place 
named and chided her for not having visit- 
ed him while he was in the penitentiary. 
She did not receive her convict husband 
with a great show of love and in a rage 
he shot her three times. One bullet en- 
tered the right temple, the second passed 
| through her breast and the third lodged in 
the abdomen. He made no attempt to es- 
cape, 

Charles Pustolka, who also killed his 
wife, entered the death chamber at 11:41 
and was immediately placed in the chair. 
The current was turned on at 11:42 for one 
minute and twenty seconds’ duration. It 
was turned on the second time at 11:44 and 
at 11:46 Pustolka was pronounced dead. 

The crime for which Pustolka paid the 
penalty of death was the murder of his 
wife in New York City on the morning 
of Aug. 28, 18%. Pustolka, after ay tae 
spent the night away from home, ente 
the apartments at 515 East Thirteenth 
street, and while’ his wife was sleeping 
stabbed her if, the throat with a long 
knife. He then seized the woman by the 
hair, and, dragging her into the kitchen, 
which adjoined the sleeping apartment, 
inflicted wound after wou upon her. 

When the wife was dead the murderer 
opened the front of her dress and took 
from her breast $200 and left the house. 
He was arrested in a. saloon called the 
Cafe Waldorf, which was owned by his 
wife. He sat at the table holding a re- 
volver ia his right hand and, when taken 
into custody, told the officers that he had 
intended to kill his stepdaughter, who was 
with Mrs. Pustolka in the cafe.

The Litigation Over the Estate of 
Isaac Walker. 


BEEN RUNNING MANY YEARS. 


Final Suit Against Administrator John 
G. Priest Ready to Go to the 
Supreme Court. 


Litigation that hag been pending in the 
Probate. Court for twenty-seven years is 
about to be disposed of. It commenced 
with the death of Isaac Walker in 1868. 
Walker was a wealthy resident of St.Louis, 
He left a vast amount of real estate, also 
a large assortment of debts. 

After his will was admitted to probate 
litigation commenced. It has been going 
on ever since. 

The last litigation arose over the adminis- 


tration of the estate by John G. Priest, 
who superseded the executor of the will. 
It is this which is about to de disposed 
of by Judge Leo Rassieur of the Probate 
Court. 

Thirteen years ago Judge Gabriel Woer- 
ner, then of the Probate Court, character- 
ized the case as a second Jarndyce vs. 
Jarndyce. 

All outside suits against the estate have 
been disposed of and the matter has nar- 
rowed down to the dispute between John 
G. Priest and some of the heirs over cer- 
tain charges the administrator seeks to 
include in his final settlement. Briefs have 
been filed by D. L. Jewett for the heirs 
and Henry H. Denison for the adminis- 
trator. Judge Rassieur has had the mat- 
ter under advisement for some time. He 
says he expects to render an opinion at 
the opening of the next term of the 
Probate Court in June. 4 

“T shall try to include in the opimon, 
said Judge Rassieur, such a statement of 
the facts in the case that if it is taken 
to the Supreme Cotrt that tribunal will 
not find it necessa to remand it, even if 
it reverses my decision. In this way the 
matter will be speedily disposed of. 

Eight children survived Isaac Walker. 
They were Thomas A. Walker of St. Louis 
and Mrs. Julia Ann McClay, Mrs. Emily 
D. Speir, Mrs. Matilda Nevins, Mrs. Au- 
usta Jenkins, Mrs. Ann E. Gawtry, Mrs, 

oulsa Bull and Isaac H. Walker. all of 
New York. The children of Mrs. Nevins 


and Mrs. Bull survived their mothers and 


are among the present heirs.* The will 
named Thomas A. Walker executor. 

In September, 1871, some ot the heirs com- 
menced a suit for a rtition of the real 
estate. This suit was decided in the Circuit 
Court June 30, 1876, and a year later the 
Probate Court ordered that the parties to 
it be given possession of the land allotted to 
each. About 1872 Thomas A. Walker was 
removed as executor on petition of some of 
the heirs, who alleged that he had removed 
to lowa. The Circuit Court affirmed the 
Probate Court, but the Court of Appeals 
reversed the decision and Walker once more 
became the executor. John G. Priest had 
superseded him, and, according to the heirs 
then had 35,894 of the estate, which he falle 
to pay te his successor. He was sued for 
this amount and judgment secured against 
him in 1877. It is alleged in the present suit 
that the fudgment has never been satisfied. 

A majority of the heirs being dissatisfied 
with Walker’s management, especially as he 
owed the estate a large sum, he agreed to re- 
tire under a stipulation, and Priest was re- 
instated in June, 1877, and continued as ad- 
ministrator. In 188 Priest entered the 
amount of the judgment against him in the 
balance of cash on hand in his fourth annu- 


al settlement, by order ofthe Probate Court. 


Priest was sued by Mrs. Emily D. Speir 
and Judge Speir, her husband, in 1879, for 
rents or th: au awarded Mrs. Speir 
in the partition. Shortly afterward the 
Nevins heirs sued Priest New York for 
rents. 

In June, 1878, one of the numerous credit- 
ors of Isaac Walker, deceased, sued Priest 
and got judgment for $9,992 on a report of

Water, water everywhere, but no ice 


water to drink! 

This is the cry at the Union Station. 
Eighteen gleaming, gurgling fountains, with 
metal cups and everything to tempt a 
thirsty man, are there, but they are like 
the Dead Sea fruit, that turns to ashes on 
the Ups.“ 

The water is warm. 

All last summer the same cry went up 
from the famished hordes that surged 
through the midway, but the Union Station 
officials heeded it not. 

But things have changed. 

“Tt is true we had no ice water here last 
summer,” said Supt. Ed „ “hut 
conditions will be different hereafter. Com- 
mencing May 1 or thereabouts, we will 
have cold water every day. We have an 
immense tank on the second floor in the 
west end of the building, with pipes leadin 
to the different drinkin oe 
about 800 pounds of ice will be daily. 

“This plan may or may not work suc- 
cessfully. Some of the fountains are such 
a long distance from the tank that the 
water in the pipes wil probably get warm 
before it is used. Then I suppose —.— 
will kick and say we are not supplying 
lee water, when, as a matter of fact, the 
water will be almost freezing cold when 
turned on. In the morning and evenin 
during the great rush of travel, there wi 
probably be no difficulty, as the fountains 
will be in almost constant ase. 

Let's see,“ said Mr. Dunlop, making a 
running calculation. We will r 
ice water from May to October, 150 days. 
Eight hundred pounds a day will make 
120,000 pounds of ice, or 6 tons. With ice 
at $3.50 a thousand, our bill for the summer 
will be $390,

| RESCUER SACHTLEBEN. 


He Could Not Bring Lenz Bach, but He 
Brought a Substitute. 


William L. Sachtleben, the St: Louis 
wheelman who has been in Armenia for the 
past fourteen months for the purpose of 


securing proofs of the death of Frank 
Lenz, arrived in New York last Saturday 
on his way home. Sachtleben is expected 
to arrive in St. Louis in a day or two. He 
sent, however, an advance agent in the 
person of Mihran M. Sleaganlam, a young 
Armenian, who showed up at Canfield & 
Sachtleben’s store, 421 North Seventh 
street, with a letter of introduction. 

For eleven months before he left Ar- 
menia Sachtleben made his headquarters 
at Erzeroum. Near that 8 one day he 
witnessed the hasty burial of some Arme- 
nians who had been murdered by the 
Turks, Among the men who were en- 
gaged in performing this last office for the 
dead was young Sieaganiam, of whose rela- 
tives several were in the ghastly group. 
An acquaintance was formed which 
ripened into friendship. Sieaganiam is 
the son of a distinguished Armenian who 
spent six years in the United States study- 
ing for the ministry. Then he returned 
to labor among his own people. Several 
months ago he was shot by order of the 
Turkish Government because he refused 
to sign a declaration exonerating the ad- 
ministration from blame for the Armenian 
massacres. 

Sachtleben became déeply in ted in 
young Sijeaganiam and resolv to save 


bringin im to America. This was ac- 
complished only by strategy. February 21 
they left Erzeroum,Sachtleben representing 
himself as an English Consul and passing 
his comrade off as his servant. y this 
means and after much difficulty they got 
out of Turkish dominions. The rest of 
the journey was made without incident. 

a Post-Dispatch man Sieaganiam ex- 
pressed the determination to live in this 
— hereafter. His ambition is to earn 
money enough to bring his mother, brother 
and little sister over, they having been re- 
duced from affluence to poverty -by the dep- 
redations of the Turks. He managed to 
bring with him a number of his native 
costumes, including one such as is worn 
by a Turkish gentleman soldier, who are 
the principal ravishers of Armenian house- 
holds. or the present he has secured 
employment at the store of Canfield & 
Sachtleben. He is well educated and is 
learning English very rapidly. 

Sachtleben tarried at Pittsburg, where 
he will receive an enthusiastic reception. 
He ise very popular there, that city being 
the home of Lenz. When he gets home he 
will settle down to his business of selling 
bicycles, if he is not kept too busy relat- 
ing to his friends the many dangers en- 
countered by the cycle giobe trotter.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


Au Intimation That Semething May 
Be Dene for These Whe 
Ride on Bicycles. 


The report of the Street Commissioher will 
be filed soon with the Board of Public Im- 
provements. The Post-Dispatch is enabled 
to anticipate the report in a measure and 
give some of the facts and figures it will 
contain. 

The work has advanced very considerably, 
and more than a million dollars worth of 


work has been done by the department in 
the way of paving and reconstruction. 

The expenditures for streets and alleys 
during the fiscal year were us follows:

The comparative statement of street con- 
struction shows 8.84 miles in 1888, 5.67 miles 
in 1889, 6.40 miles in 1890, 7.50 miles in 1891, 
5.59 miles in 1892, 458 miles in 1893, none 
in 1894 and 6.58 in 1896. 

The comparative statement of reconstruc- 
tion shows 8.89 miles in 1888, 1.63 miles in 
1889, 0.61 miles in 1890, 4.19 miles in 1891, 3.99 
miles in 1892, 3.49 miles in 1893, none in 1894 
and 0.13 miles in 1895. 

The report gives in detail the streets 
opened, streets improved and the streets 
designated by ordinance for improvement. 

The report of the general superintendent 
shows an expenditure of $559,,412.20 for re- 
pairs and cleaning. 

The total amount of dirt removed in 
cleaning was 149,760 cubic yards, at a cost 
Of $140,995.34. : 

The superintendent recommends a sys- 
tem of special tax for cleaning something 
—— the lines of the present sprinkling sys- 
em. 

He advises a careful consideration of the 
bicycle problem, and an adjustment of ar- 
rangements in accordance with the new 
conditions which have arisen. 

The city, he says, has been severely taxed

It's just this way: We've struck, and 
you can put it in the paper if you want to. 
Is this the right plece?’’ 

She was a businesslike young person, 
and comely, too, .with.a slender and grace- 
ful figure and a fearless, pretty face, lit 
up by eyes that got their color from the 
blue depths of Killarney. There was an- 
other young woman with her, and the two 
were very much in carneost. 

It was the right place, and the spokes- 
woman continued: 

We work at the St. James Hotel. and 


the help there has all struck. Eight cham- 
bermaids, four scrub girls, three or four 
bell boys, one porter, one houseman and 
one laundryman walked out this morning. 

“It’s about something to eat. We didn’t 
get enough, and what we did get wasn't 
good, and when we asked for more Mr. 
Miller—he’s the proprietor and manager— 
called us Anarchists. That ain't right, you 
know. We had a-rignht o ask for enough 
food to keep us well and strong enough to 
do our work, and I don’t see any Anarchisin 
in asking for it. 

„So we quit, and he hasn't got anybody 
to run the house except the clerks and Mics 
Emma, the housekeeper, and a few others, 
who don’t cut much ice. 

„Miss Emma stood right up for us and 
made a good hot talk, but Mr. Miller 
wouldn't listen to her any more than he 
would to us. 

„We just couldn' live on the stuff he 
gave us to eat. It was the leavings from 
the guests’ tables, and most of it had stood 
all night and got sour and then been wermed 
over. And the rats had been chasing them- 
selyes over it.“ 

“Put it in the Post-Dispatch,” said the 
other girl, so we come up to tell you our 
troubles. That's all.“ 

Mr. Miller said that the St. James ,fur- 
nished its help better and more food than 
any other hotel in the city, and that the 
servants left because he refused to serve 
them an extra breakfast Thursday.

Woman's Club, whose address was on that 
theme, 

Mrs. Coonley was greeted with applause. 
She is rather under medium height, her 
hair touched with gray. She read from a 
as b Edward Carpenter “About 

oman.” fter commenting upon some of 
its statements, she quoted from another 
author who said that women occupied 
themselves mostly on the streets by gazin 
into shop windows. This assertion ha 

ow lost its meaning, Mrs. Coonley said. 

n Baronial days, woman had passed her 
ime in the great hall. Now her time was 
assed in e living room. Proceeding, 

rs. Coonley said that the unequal rela- 
tionship of the sexes was responsible for 
present conditions. The sexes were com- 
plementary and bound by a vital band. One 
should not be glorified at the expense of 
the other. Woman had been bound up in 
details, and had sympathized in conse- 
quence with the individual. The life of 
the rich woman was bound up In her pleas- 
ures, that of the poor woman hurt by her 
labors. Therefore socialism existed among 
the women of the rich classes, while the 
men of that class paid no attention to it. 
On the other hand, socialism was found in 
the poérer classes among the men. 

The difference between the sexes began 
with the selection of men by women for 
their valor, and later by women adorning 
themselves to the better attract the oppo- 
site sex. . 

Woman had essentially a large, calm and 
receptive temperament. The speaker saw 
a picture of a grander type of woman, of 
the primal 8 into the future woman. 
She saw an open door into a wider life. 

It was hardly to be expected that woman. 
go lately introduced to public affairs, could 
at once become aninfluence. But the farmer 
did not ease to sow his grain because his 
first planting failed to come up. Woman 
must learn to be patient and wait. Results 
could not come before a change of time.

SCOTT JACKSON'S TRIAL. 


Dr. Jenkins Says Pearl Was Net Dead 
Before Decapitation. 


NEWPORT, Ky., April 23.—The court 
room was again crowded to its utmost ca- 
pacity to-day at the continuation of the 
trial of Scott Jackson. Only about a half 
dozen women were among the spectators. 
The Bryan family, father, mother, sister and 


brothers of Pearl Bryan, were seated within 
— bar, near the attorneys for the prosecu- 
on. 

Attorney Crawford, for the defense, moved 
ta strike out all that portion of Mavor Cald- 
well’s testimony which contained Walling’s 
statements to the Mayor of what defendant, 
Jackson, had said to Walling. Tue court 
took the motion under advisement. 

The first witness called was Dr. Jenkins, 
whose testimony was directed against the 
supposed defense that Pearl Bryan was 
dead before decapitation. His testimony 
was entirely opposed to that theory. He 
said that the blood in the body of a person 
dying from any other cause than blood let- 
ting would coagulate in from one to seven 
minutes, and that therefore it would have 
been impossible to have emptied a dead 
body of blood as was Pearl Bryan’s by 
decapitation after death, certainly not if 
death took place in Cincinnati, and the 
body was afterwards decapitated where it 
was found. 

The ground of the motion to excluds por- 
tions of Mayor Caldwell’s testimony is 
that under the law in Kentucky, when two 
or more persons are jointly indicted they 
are not permitted to testify agdinst each 
other. 

Dr. Fishback followed Dr. Jenkins and 
corroborated his statements on the sub- 
ject of blood coagulation. He was the last 
witness before the noon recess.
